J¥éaty, the country will remain Chinese, 
and-the Government of Peking will retain 
the option of purchasing the railways laid by 
Rusgian skill and capital, but-is it, expected 
by ‘any one that China will ever be in a 
osition tolexercise this option? . Of course 
it is possible ; there may be an active China- 
man now lying perdu who will do for his 
-country what no mandarin—not even 
the. somewhat blatant Coane Cuia-TUNG— 
~ chasever yet succeeded in doing. The latter, 
‘it will be remembered, recovered tor China 
from the dlutches of the Great Bear the 
territory of Kuldja, which during the long 
struggle with Yakoor Bra had been ad- 
“ministered | by the Siberian Government. 
This was, |however, in the days when the 
resources of China were an unknown quan- 
tity and it\was believed that she was a force 
to be reckoned with in Asiatic politics. Now 
that Japan|has pricked the Celestial bubble 
and dissipated for the time being even the 
little power|of resistance she really possessed, 
Russia is not likely tobe coerced by the

made a post mortem examination of the de- 
ceased, who died in the hospital on the morning 
of the 1ith inst. ‘When admitted on the pre- 
vieus night witness suspected that the man 
was in a state of drunken: coma, but the 
stomach pump when applied produced negative 
results. -He never ‘regained consciousness. 
The cause of death was pressure on the brain 
produced by hemorrhage. : e injury might 
have been caused by . deceased falling 
on the top of his head, but in witness's 
opinion it was. more likely, to have been 
caused by a blow from a blunt instrument, 
such asa heavy stick. It was possible that a 
man’s fist caused the injury, but this was not 
probable. The wound was close to the top of 
the head, a little on the left side.

Immediately on the alarm “ mun 
overboard.” being given, all hands turned out 
of their hammocks and before the boats could 
_be lowered into the water Jones jumped over- 
board! bat was not seen again. In the mean- 
tinie, however, the port life buoy was thrown 
overboard and Anderson managed to keep 
himself afloat until the boats picked him up.—

justice, interferes with the good administration 
of the prisons, and is an obstacle to the re- 
establishment of tranquillity, the public mind 
net being likely to recover its lost repose 
whilst its attention is excited by the sad and 
horrible spectacle of continual executions of 
the capital sentence. ‘The infliction of the 
penalty of the law at a distance from the 
places where the crime was committed also 
lessens the force of the example and so,defeats 
one of its principal ends. Hundreds of ac- 
cused persons being confined in places defective 
in security and. in hygienic conditions en- 
dangers alike the public health and the proper 
investigation of the cases, which calls for the 
provention of communication between the pri- 
soners and effective custody. The increased 
work thrown on the officials resident in Manila, 
which jis constantly inoreasing, retards the 
trial and conclusion of important cases, and, 
the capital being made the sole centre of 
the administration of justice, the operation of 
the law is felt in other districts to be weak and 
tardy. Spch grave evils call for prompt remedy, 
and it is therefore ordered that courts martial 
are to b@ held in the districts where the pri- 
soners are apprehended. ‘The order contains 
ten articles, in which detailed instrnctions are 
given asito the conduct of the proceedings at
